Exhibits 99 and 303 ) 5 please advise, and send me a copy of pages 38, 39, and 40 
of each such additional pamphlet. 

In my letter of June 24, I asked you to inquire at the Justice Department 
concerning a check of FBI files for this pamphlet which that Depar'orcent had 
previously made at my request. Your reply does not mention this point. I would 
like to knoxj- if you made such an inquiry; and, if so, whether you obtained any 
information that might be of use to me in locating this pamphlet. If you felt 
it inappropriate to check with the Justice Department on my behalf, please let 
me know.
